| Trip On Presidential Train Told 
| By THE EDITOR 


It was hot in Stockton last Sunday, but heat had no effect on the en- 
thusiasm of the crowd awaiting the arrival of the Presidential train, nor 
on the excitement of the Sacramento delegation which was to join the 
train for the trip to Sacramento. I was with the delegation, as the 
HORNET representative, through the courtesy of the Democratic County 
Central Committee. 

Getting aboard a Presidential train is a somewhat complex adventure 
particularly with the Secret Service involved. During the previous week 
the names and addresses of all delegation members had been sent to the 
Service. As we waited in Stockton we kept a close watch on the little blue 
ribbons pinned to our lapels, stamped OCT. 5, 1952. These ribbons were 
the Service’s means of identifying delegations boarding the train. 

The Sacramento group drove down to Stockton at mid-morning and 
were immediately greeted by a representative of the Secret Service who 
again checked our names and addresses. This gentleman wore a small 
round blue enameled pin in his lapel showing his Service status. We 
were instructed to board Car 3. (The President’s car, the last on the 
train, is Car 1. Press and Western Union cars are next to Car 1.) 

Promptly at 11:21 the train pulled into the station, and the crowd 
started cheering. We hurried to Car 3. Stacks of Movietone News and 
National Broadcasting Co. equipment were piled throughout the car. 
Tripods, flood lamps, and expensive newsree) cameras took up every inch 
of portable shelf space. We weré alone in the car, but the World Series 
was blaring from an ampliphier attached to a wall. 

Before we settled ourselves doors at both ends of the car burst 
open and camera and Secret Service and newsmen rushed in. Just 
then someone knocked a home run over the center field fence. The 
crowd at the Series roared, the crowd outside cheered, and the men

The Board of Control has sent an

Any 
division of funds in the Fine Arts 
Department should, according to the 
Board, be handled by the Commis- 
sioner, the Division Chairman, and

The Contingency Fund has been 
established to cover any of the de- 
partments which may exceed their 
budget. The General Fund will sup- 
port the Buzz Club and handle the 
general student body expenses. The 
Reserve Fund has been established 
to build up basic reserves which 
will support a graduate business 
manager after the move to the new 
campus.

in the car started yelling the news to the cars beyond. Things calmed 
down as the train pulled out. Trim-looking secretaries hurried 
through, and the “regulars” on the train wandered in and out asking 
how the game was going. 

We were beginning to wonder whether or not we were going to get 
to meet the President (I was hoping for an interview with Miss Truman) 
when a national committeeworman, traveling for Mrs. India Edwards, sat 
down near us with a large stack of campaign material. By the time she 
left we were clutching pamphlets of advice for county and precinct work- 
ers, speeches by every top member of the Democratic party, and a pocket- 
book titled “How to Win in 1952.” 

The hour long trip to Sacramento passed quickly what with the Series, 
the bulky campaign literature, and our inspection of the bookcases in the 
lounge-type car. We spotted a copy of Senator Vandenburg’s writings, @ 
volume on U. S. government and its operation, a dictionary, other gov- 
ernment works, and a murder mystery. 

By this time the Campbell Soup Co. buildings came into view. A tall 
gentleman wearing two Stevenson buttons and a CIO-PAC pin came over 
and asked me about the city. Before I could quiz him on his part in the 
trip, we passed Hughes Stadium and he started quizzing me on the 
colleges in Sacramento. 

The World Series was still coming in strong until we crossed 
Broadway. Then it suddenly went off. “Darn him,” muttered one of 
the newsmen, “He always turns that thing off at the wrong time!” 
“Ak, now, you know he’s got your best interests at heart. He wants 
you to take a look at Sacramento,” repiied his companion. The Series 
came back on and the newsman looked toward Car 1 and said 
“Thanks!” 

The delegation crowded out into the vestibule, names were again 
checked. We hurried off the train and shoved our way past indignant 
radio men to the rear platform. One by one we were boosted up the steps. 
The President was standing by himself in the doorway, shaking hands. 
“I’m finally going to meet a President” murmured the delegate in front 
of me. I remember thinking to myself “My, he certainly does look like 
Harry Truman, all right.” 

The President wore a neat, light brown suit with an old Legion 
button in the lapel. His handshake was definiie and firm. In reply to 
my nervous greeting Mr. Truman remarked on the meeting and on 
Sacramento. His eyes looked large (because of his thick glasses) 
and were very friendly. His voice was quite soft and pleasant, and 
he immediately gave the impression of being someone you would 
like to be able to talk with at sore less hectic time. His daughter 
Margaret was the only person visible in the car behind him. She was 
putting together a large bouquet of roses that the Servicemen had 
inspected and passed up to her. 

My strongest impression of the whole thing? The fact that the Presi- 
dent was by himself. For the past seven years pictures and newsreels 
have always shown him with guards or celebrities on either side. To find 
him standing quietly in the doorway, just as though it might have been 
on the back porch of his home, was something that just didn’t seem either 
possible or probable.

| postpone all your plans? 

Since the liklihood of military 
service faces all of us during these 
times of cold-to-hot warfare, the in- 
telligent thing to do is to investigate 
all. the possibilities, and exercise 
our personal selection. 

The U.S. Navy offers an oppor- 
tunity for you to fulfill your mili- 
tary service obligation as a Navy 
officer. If you have received your 
baccalaureate (or higher) degree, 
or are within 120 days of receiving 
it, you may submit your applica- 
tion for the U.S. Navy Officer Can- 
didate Program, provided you pass 
the physical exarnination and attain 
a qualifying score on the Officer 
Qualification Test. This test is of 
one hour’s duration, and covers vo- 
cabulary, mechanical comprehen- 
sion and arithmetical reasoning. 

For an Unrestricted Line or Staff 
Corps commission you must have 
reached your 19th, but not your 
27th, birthday; for Restricted Line 
(Specialists) coramission, you must 
have reached your 19th, but not 
your 38rd, birthday. 

If you meet these requirements, 
your formal application will be re- 
viewed by a permanent Selection 
Board in the Navy Department in 
Washington, D. C. 

If selected for the Officer Candi- 
date Program, you will be notified 
to appear for enlistment, and then 
be sent to the U.S. Navai School 
for Officer Candidates at Newport, 
Rhode Island, for indoctrination in 
essential naval subjects. Classes are 
of four months duration for al] Un- 
restricted and Restricted Line can- 
didates, and two months for Staff 
Corps candidates. Candidates who 
successfully complete this training 
will be appointed to the appropriate 
commissioned rank in the U.S. 
Naval Reserve, and placed on active 
duty for a period of three years. 
Unrestricted and Restricted Line 
officers will be ordered to appro- 
priate active duty billets, and Staff 
Corps officers will be given addi- 
tional indoctrination under the su- 
pervision of their Corps.

STUDENTS ADVISED TO SUBMIT 


SSCQOT APPLICATIONS NOW 


Applications for the December 4, 


1952 and the April 23, 1953 admin- 


istrations of the College Qualification Test are now available at Selective 
Service System local boards throughout the country. 

Eligible students who intend to offer this test on either date should 
apply at once to the nearest Selective Service local board for an applica- 


tion and a bulletin of informaticn. 

Following instructions in the bul- 
letin, the student should fill out his 
application and mail it immediately 
in the envelope provided. Applica- 
tions for the December test must 
be postmarked no later than mid- 
night, November 1, 1962. 

According to Educational Testing 
Service, which prepares and admin- 
isters the College Qualification Test 
for the Selective Service System, 
it will be greatly to the student’s 
advantage to file his application at 
once, regardless of the testing date 
he selects. The results will be re- 
ported to the student’s Selective 
Service local board of jurisdiction 
for use in considering his defer- 
ment as a student. 

Number of students taking the 
Selective Service College Qualifica- 
tion Test will swell to approximate- 
ly half a million with completion of 
the third series of tests to be given 
at 1000 testing centers throughout 
the country. 

In announcing dates o/ the third 
series, Major Genera! Lewis B. Her- 
shey said that 13,395 students have 
already taken the test. He reported 
that the Educational Testing Serv- 
ice of Princeton, New Jersey again 
has been designated to prepare and 
administer the test on the basis of 
submitted bids and to send each 
examinee’s score to selective local 
boards. 

Students currently deferred on 
the basis of test scores or class 
standards number about 190,000. 

General Hershey emphasized that 
increasing manpower demands 
make it important that each draft- 
eligible student who has not taken 
the test do so as soon as possible. 

Students whose academic year 
will end in January 1953 have been 
urged to take the December 4, 1952 
test so they will have a test score 
in their cover sheets before the end 
of their academic year, at which 
time their boards will reopen and 
reconsider their cases to determine 
whether they should be deferred as 
students. 

To be eligible to apply for the 
college deferment test a student 
must (1) intend to request defer- 
ment as a student; (2) be satisfac- 
torily pursuing a full-time course 
of instruction; and (3) must not 
previously have taken the Selective 
Service College Qualification Test. 

The present criteria for defer- 
ment as an undergraduate student 
are either a satisfactory score (170) 
on the Selective Service College 


Qualification Test or specified rank 


in class (upper half of the male 
freshman class, upper two thirds 
of the male sophomore class, or 
upper three fourths of the male 
junior class). 

Students accepted for admission 
or attending @ graduate school prior 
to July 1, 1951 satisfy the criteria 
if their work is satisfactory. Gradu- 
ate students admitted or attending 
after July 1, 1951 must have been 
in the upper half of their classes 
during their senior year or make a 
score of 75 or better on the test. 
It is not mandatory for loca] boards 
to follow the criterfa. 

General Hershey has emphasized 
many times that the criteria are a 
flexible yard stick and that the 
standards may be raised anytime 
necessity for manpower demands. 

The two forthcoming administra- 
tions of the College Qualification 
Test represent the eighth and ninth 
testing dates of the program. In 
the first series of tests 64 per cent 
of the students achieved a score of 
70 or better. In the second series 58 
per cent of the students made 70 or 
better. The tests in all three series 
are equivalent in difficulty. 

Use of tests by the Selective Serv- 
ice System, along with class stand- 
ing, was originally based on recom- 
mendations of the six Scientific Ad- 
visory Committees appointed in 
1948 by General Hershey. The Com- 
mittees’ report, presented by Dr. M. 
H. Trytten, Chairman, was made in 
the fall of 1950. After a subcommit- 
tee had prepared general specifica- 
tions for a suitable test of scholastic 
aptitude Educational Testing Serv- 
ice was designated as the testing 
agency to carry out the construc- 
tion of the test and its nation-wide 
administration. 

The Congress, in the 1951 
Amendments to the Universal Mili- 
tary Training and Service Act, de- 
clared that adequate provision for 
national security requires maximum 
effort in the field of scientific re- 
search and development and the 
fullest possible utilization of the 
Nation’s technological resources. It 
authorized the President to provide 
for the deferment of any or all cate- 
gories of persons whose activity in 
study is found to be necessary to 
the maintenance of the national 
health, safety or interest. The in- 
tent of Congress was that these stu- 
dents should be deferred only until 
they completed their college train- 
ing. Any registrant who was in a
